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General Meeting Minutes 
March 12, 2010

The meeting was called to order at 19:37 hours 
by President Ken Fowler. There was a sign-in 
sheet available. Seventeen members were in 
attendance. A round of introductions was the 
first order of business. 


The minutes of the February 12, 2010 meeting 
were approved as published in The Blown 
Fuse. 


First VP Woodward reported that he was 
working on programs for April and May. June's 
program will involve Field Day, July's program 
will be on mobile installations, and August's 
program is planned to be on towers. 
Woodworth also discussed Pacificon, which 
will be held in San Ramon in October, and the 
Santa Clara section Festival in Monterey 
March 20 and 21. 


Second Vice President Bowling was present 
with refreshments. 


Third Vice President Primbsch reported a new 
member, KIGUKC. Sharon also reported that 
rosters have been mailed out with the 
assistance of John Wood, and that the next VE 
session will be on Sunday, April 25. 


Treasurer Wood was not present. Sharon 
Primbsch reported that John had billed HRO 
for the advertising in the newsletter. February 
disbursements totaled $253.66, and February 
income totaled $241.00. The general fund 
balance was $4363.25, and the station fund 
balance was $4294.36. Wood and Primbsch 
had been working the club’s tax return. 


Secretary Jenkins had no report. 


Club Station Manager Gleason reported that 
plastic had been installed over the roof of 
building. Stanton also reported that he had 
picked up a generator donated by John Wood. 
Power and water are on at the station. 
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Education: Jenkins reported that a class has 
been scheduled for Technician class license 
beginning Tuesday, April 13 at the West 
Contra Costa Adult School. The registration 
fee of $25 includes the textbook. 


Events: Jenkins reported on the May 2 Grizzly 
Peak Century bike ride and the June 5 Boy 
Scout Hike. Jenkins also reported on additional 
events in Marin, and on an effort put together a 
Bay area-wide public service webpage. 


Website: Hoffman reported that events and 
classes had been posted on the website. Peter 
also remarked on the availability of a photo 
page to display members’ station photographs. 


President Fowler reported that the club was 
running relatively well. There was a discussion 
of the future of the current location of the club 
station, and possible alternate locations. The 
need to involve more young people in amateur 
radio via such organizations as the local junior 
high school, or the Boy Scouts was discussed. 
The possibility of public service 
announcements on local cable television 
access channel was also discussed. 


Jenkins reported on a Notice of Inquiry from 
the FCC regarding the request by American 
Hospitals Association for a blanket waiver of 
the FCC rules to allow licensed amateurs who 
are hospital employees to participate in 
certification drills, and otherwise transmit 
messages on behalf of their employers. This 
subject was discussed by the assembled 
members. 


There being no further business, the business 
meeting was adjourned at 20:31 hours. After 
the break, Ken Fowler played an old MGM 
video about amateur radio.
